ampul, which permits hypodermic injec- 
tions to be made without the use of the usual hypodermic syringe. 
One end of the ampul is blown out into a buttonlike form and 


prepared to receive a large nipple of thick india rubber. This 
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nipple being pressed between the fingers, the liquid contained 

the ampul is discharged. The second or pointed end of the ampul 
is nicked to facilitate its breakage at the moment of injection, 
and the needle is fixed to this end. These ampuls, it was stated, 
are less expensive than the various self injecting apparatus hith- 


erto offered. 


At a recent meeting of the Paris Soci- 
The French May ety of Pharmacy, M. Vaudin, who, as 
Follow Our Lead president of the General Association of 
French Pharmacists, represents the 
French retail trade, mentioned that chemical manufacturers were 
unable to prepare (industrially and on a large scale) products 
answering to the standard of the new Codex. They had drawn 
up a list of these substances, which had been addressed to the 
Minister of Public Instruction, with a request that their claim 
might be communicated to the Codex Revision Committee. Mon- 
sieur Bourquelot, secretary of the Codex Revision Committee, 
who frankly admires the Pharmacopeeia of the United States, 
said that similar complaints were made in the United States 
when the food and drugs act went into force. The Committee of 
Revision of the United States Pharmacopceia revised the tests 
for substances which really could not be industrially prepared 
a manner which answered to the requirements of the law lhe 
same thing ought to be done in France. ‘The General Associa- 
tion of Pharmacists had. requested the Minister to nominate a 
permanent Codex committee. If he consented to do so, this com- 
mittee would deal with the manufacturers’ complaint. The Soci- 
ety of Pharmacy might support the General Association in this 
matter. The question was reserved for further consideration. 
The publicatich of a new textbook of pharmacy 
A New is an cvent that deserves prominent mention. 
Textbook When the book is of a size and an importance 
equalling the standard textbooks of Reming- 
ion, Caspari, or Coblentz, the significance Of the event increases. 
Such a book is the Principles of Pharmacy by Prof. “Harty 
Vin” Arny, as he is familiarly known to a very wide circle of 
friends and acquaintances in the pharmaceutical world. Al 
though he expressly disclaims any attempt to supply a textbook 
of chemistry or botany and insists that his book is based on the 
pharanacopeeia and intended to explain that standard from the 
pharmaceutical standpoint, Professor Arny’s work explains the 
underlying principles of the science of chemistry, as, like all 
teachers of pharmacy, he deems this essential to a comprehension 
of the purely pharmaceutical aspect of the subject. Differing 
both in its scope and methods from the manuals now in use 
in a degree that we could not have deemed possible a few years 
back, it represents in a peculiar way the advances that have been 
made in pharmacy during the past decade or two. Beautifully 


printed on a pleasing paper the work is intrinsically interesting 
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and, of course, instructive. The publishers are the well known 
firm of W. B. Saunders Company, Philadelphia, who have set the 
rather high price of $5 on the book. In a later issue we hope 
to print a more detailed notice of this excellent textbook, which 
combines all and more of the theory of pharmaceutical chem- 
istry and the maximum of practical matter dealing with the 
work of the compounder and dispenser. Free use has been made 
of illustrations, this being a striking feature of the volume, 
though the printer does not seem to have obtained the best pos-

fact the smallest state in the Union, the only one formerly 
boasting a dual capital and a compound name, the state of 
Rhode Island and Providence Plantations, must be included in 
this category, a law having been enacted on April 21, 1909, re- 
quiring graduation from college as a prerequisite to registra- 
tion. It is significant of the changed attitude of the drug trade 
on this topic that this law was enacted with apparently little 
opposition and that its passage attracted but little attention in 
the pharmaceutical world. It would seem as though pharmacists 
had come to look upon the prerequisite requirement as so dis 
tinctly the proper thing that the fact that another state had 


come into line on this basis excited no comment. 





The twelfth volume of the encyclo- 
pedia of general pharmacy edited by 
Prof. Joseph Moeller and Prof. Her- 
man Thoms brings that monumental

work down to “wood oil.” We have from time to time reviewed 
the several volumes of this reference work, which will prove of 
value to every pharmacist who can read German. The present 
volume is quite up to the high standard set by its predecessors 
and contains a vast mass of information of value for both teacher 
and practitioner of pharmacy. Dr. Thoms, one of the editors, is 
the chief of the Pharmaceutical Institute of the University of 
Berlin, and in that capacity has published an interesting series 
of volumes covering the work done by the Institute. The ency- 
clopedia has profited by his association with this work, for all 
through it will be found set forth results of the studies made in 
that institution. One division of the work which will attract at- 
tention of the American reader is the references to proprietary 
preparations. Under the names of the popular prescription pro- 
prietaries will be found descriptions and in many cases formulas. 
These descriptions are sometimes open to criticism and occa- 
sionally smack of the shears and paste pot rather than of the 
burette and balance. Our readers will be surprised-to learn, for 
instance, that Terrant’s effervescent seltzer aperient is an English 
specialty. It has always been known in the United States as an 
American product. Much valuable and somewhat more accurate 
information is given, however, concerning a number of new 
preparations which flood the pharmaceutical market of Europe 


as well as America. The chapter on vaseline, which covers 


some five pages, not only tells of the methods of preparing and 
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testing the drug, but also gives an interesting review of its his- 
tory. The volume goes so far afield as to devote half a page to 
vegetarianism, while so purely architectural a subject as ventila- 
tion comes in for four and a half pages, some very interesting 
data being given regarding the methods of ventilation and their 
applicability to the various conditions met with in the pharmacy, 
the hospital and the sick room. The volume is freely and ad- 
mirably illustrated, the illustrations of minute drug structure 


being particularly well done and instructive. 


NEW TARIFF SCHEDULES CAUSE FEW PRICE 
CHANGES. 

XCEPT in a few instances where a material increase over 
the Dingley tariff has necessitated a marking up of prices 

by the importers, the placing in operation of the new schedules 
contained in the Aldrich-Payne tariff bill, which became a law 
last Thursday evening, has not affected conditions in the drug 
trade. As a whole the trade appears absolutely indifferent to 
the changes in duties, whether upward and downward, which 
have been effected in the new law and does not anticipate any 
upheaval of business or radical alterations in prices although it 
is conceded that the prices of those articles, whose duties have 
been changed greatly, will be advanced or reduced to some ex- 
tent. The only noteworthy effect which the passage of the new 
bill and the signing of the same by President Taft has had upon 
the drug trade is to be found in the creation of a more con- 
fident feeling that business will be augmented to much larger 
proportions now that the uncertainty hitherto surrounding the 
tariff has been eliminated from the situation. The lifting of this 
incubus of uncertainty will, it is thought, stimulate buying in all 


classes of drugs and drug preparations. 


A° was generally expected, the imposition of a duty of two 
cents a pound on oxalic acid, which formerly was in- 
cluded in the free list, has resulted in an advance in the price 
of this acid from 7 @ 7%4c to 8 @ 83%c a pound. Similarly 
the placing of a duty on white oxide of antimony has necessi- 
tated the marking up of the wholesale price of this article from 
a 7-cent to an 8-cent basis. It also is presumed that the impo- 
sition of a duty of 25 percent. ad valorem on benzoic acid, which 
was hitherto on the free list, will cause a sharp advance in the 
price of benzoate of soda, but no such change has yet been an- 


nounced. 


MONG other changes expected as an aftermath of the tariff 
A revision is a substantial advance in orange oil, which 
was formerly admitted free of duty, but which is now subject 
to a duty of 25 percent. Tartaric acid, the duty on which has 
been lowered from 7 cents to 5 cents a pound, will also be re- 
duced and a reduction in the prices of Rochelle salts, cream of 
tartar, borax and chloroform are likely to follow within the 
near future. The price of licorice will presumably be lowered 
as a result of the reduction of the duty on it from 4% to 2% 
cents a pound. Among the articles likely to be advanced, as a 
result of the new law, are morphine, cocaine and coca leaves, 
whose duties have been advanced from $1 to $1.50 an ounce, 
from nothing to $1.50 an ounce and from nothing to 5 cents a 
pound, respectively. In view of the reduction of the duty on 
vanillin from 80 cents to 20 cents an ounce, it is expected that 


its price will be lowered. 
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HE reduction of the duty on perfumed toilet soaps from 

50 percent. to 15 percent. and the removal of the duty on 
croton oil and ylang ylang, through their admission to the free 
list, may likewise be counted upon to cause reductions in their 
prices. As it probably will require at least a fortnight for the 
trade to analyze and digest the new schedules, it is unlikely that 
all the changes suggested above will be made immediately. 
Some of these changes may not be effected at all, while others 


may not be announced for three weeks or a month. 


HWE drug trade will not be benefited or injured appreciably 

by the new law, but it is thankful that the revision, which 
hitherto has constituted a restaining factor, has at length been 
completed—a consummation devoutly prayed for through many 
weary months during which substantial improvement in business 


was withheld.

This application of 
cold is most necessary and may save a patient apparently at his 
last gasp; at the same time the body should be rubbed briskly 


with the bare hands of the temporary nurses. 


| l does not help to give anything internally and the druggist 
had better refrain from the use of a hypodermic syringe. 
Delirium and convulsions may set in before the arrival of the 
physician, but the treatment outlined should be kept up. If the 
ambulance surgeon is notified of the nature of the case, he will 
probably come prepared to continue the ice and cold water ap- 
plications on the way to the hospital, and valuable time will have 


been saved by the prompt action of the cool and ready druggist. 


ENFORCING COMMERCIAL HONESTY BY STATUTE. 
~ IMPETITION in business has now become so keen that to 


ensure commercial success some of the methods adopted 
savor rather of sharp practice than of business acumen. To en- 
force the truth of the proverb that “honesty is the best policy” a 
moral government may give the too cute trader a year's impris 
onment to reflect on the evil of his ways, or lighten his banking 
account by a fine up to $1,250. This is the object of the new 
German law to suppress dishonest competition, which comes into 
force on October 1 on this year. Its provisions are certainly 
drastic and far reaching, being not only directed against the in- 
dividual transgressor, but also conferring powers upon the au- 
thorities to decide in certain business questions usually left to the 


discretion of the trader. 


HIE first paragraphs of the law are directed against adver- 
tisements or public announcements likely to convey a false 
impression or containing untruthful statements. These are classi- 
fied as relating to the quality, origin, mode of preparation, quan- 
tity in stock, conditions under which the goods were obtained, 
awards granted to the same, and reasons for making a special 
offer. Any untruthful statement is punishable, and not only the 
owner of the business, but also his employee if he is aware of the 


true facts of the case. It is also forbidden to include in a sale of 
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bankrupt stock goods not belonging to the latter, unless this is 


distinctly stated. 


EVERAL paragraphs are devoted to the question of sales. 


In the first place, the reason must be given; secondly, it is 


forbidden to procure goods specially intended to be included in a 


sale. Season or stock-taking sales are permitted, but in certain 
cases the authorities are empowered to demand that before a 
sale is announced they shall be informed of the date and be pro- 
vided with a list of the goods to be included, this list to be open 
to public inspection. The Federal Council may decree that cer- 
tain kinds of geods may only be sold by a fixed measure or 
quantity, and may enact that certain declarations regarding the 
weight, measure or place of preparation of the wares shall be 


affixed. 


ITH regard to the clauses directed against individual trans- 
gressions, we note that a penalty of imprisonment not 
exceeding one year or a fine up to $1,250 may be inflicted on 
whosoever attempts to bribe an employee of a rival business in 
order to obtain thereby material benetits for himself, and the same 
punishment may be imposed on the recipient of such a bribe. 
This also applies to any competitor spreading false reports about 
the owner of another business or the quality of his goods or 
work; in this case an employee is also culpable if he assisted, 
fully knowing the untruthfulness of the reports. This means 
that both the proprietor and editor of a paper which has inserted 
a false notice or advertisement of this nature, and knowing this 
to be untrue, will be amenable to the above punishment. By this 


means a certain moral censorship of the press is assured. 


HE use of a name or designation intended to create confu- 
sion by its similarity with one employed by another firm 

or person is also forbidden. Either of the above stated punish- 
ments may be inflicted on any employee disclosing trade secrets 
to competitors or making use of the same for competitive pur- 


pe mses, 


ESIDES these penalties inflicted by the law for transgres- 
sions against fair dealing in business, any trader or trade 
association can demand that a rival undertaking be forbidden to 
make certain declarations regarding the goods of a same class as 
marketed by the petitioners; also the damaged party may claim 
compensation to an amount not exceeding $2,500. The award of 


damages in one instance precludes further claim being made. 


ARAGRAPH 28 of the law is of special interest to foreign 
firms trading in Germany: it provides that an uadertaking 
which has no general depot in Germany may only claim the pro- 
tection afforded by this measure provided that German traders 


are accorded the same protection in that country. 


Hf: provisions of this law are certainly of the most compre- 
hensive character, and many a_ straightforward business 

man will have to exercise considerable ingenuity to avoid falling 
foul of the restrictions imposed upon him. Although not dis- 
tinctly stated, it may be safely assumed that it will be made use 
of to proceed against secret remedies of qn objectionable nature. 
It is also interesting to note that a considerable amount of the 
practical enforcement of the law is really left to business men 


themselves, who under the altered circumstances will have re- 


course to its protection, if only in their own interests. 
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THE SUBSTITUTES FOR IODOFORM.!

lodoform was discovered by Serullas in 1832 and was intro 
duced into therapeutics by Mosetig in 1880 as an antiseptic in 
the treatment of wounded surfaces. Later physiological research 
showed that iodoform itself had no antiseptic properties, that it 
did net exert the slightest influence on the pathogenic microbes, 
but that when brought m contact with the alkaline fluids of the 
tissues, It was split up and formed substances having antiseptic 
value. 

When used in large quantities iodoform produces an anesthe 
tic effect. By its tendency to form a crust on wounded surfaces, 
it inhibits the accession of microbes to them and retards the 
growth of those already present. The intensely disagreeable 
odor of iodoform, as weil as the number of cases of poisoning 
produced by its use, and its high price, have led to the produc- 
tion of substitutes, which, however, up to the present time, have 
not entirely displaced the old, well-established remedy, 

These substitutes can be grouped as follows: (1) Deriva- 
tives of todoform and iodine; (2) derivatives of bismuth: 
(3) sulphur compounds; (4) derivatives of sulphur and iodine: 
(5) Huorine derivatives; (6) miscellaneous substances which are 
used as substitutes for iodoform, not belonging to any of these 


groups. 
Derivatives of Iodoform and Iodine. 


Experiments to disguise the disagreeable and persistent odor 
of iodoform did not meet with success, and had to be abandoned 
Numerous preparations, especially of French origin, representing 
mixtures of todoform with strong essential oils or other sub- 
stances possessing a strong odor, like coumarin, etc., have had 
an ephemeral existence, as the odor is not entirely covered. The 
same fate was shared by those substances which are condensa- 
tion products of iodoform with indifferent substances, 

lodoferm caloniel, Todoform salol and Lodoformogen must bi 
considered as failures. The latter is produced by precipitating 
an aqueous solution of albumin by an alcoholic solution of iodo- 
form and collecting and drying the resulting precipitate at 
r20" -C, 

High hopes were placed on experiments to condense iodoform, 
which, as mentioned, has no antiseptic properties, with sub- 
stances producing asepsis, but all the resulting products have 
been used to a limited extent only. 

Eka-lodoform is a condensation product of iodoform with 
paraldehyde and is said to have marked bactericidal properties 
due to the paraldehyde. 

Todoformin, hexamethylentetramine-iodoform, C H Tz (C Hz)« N, 
is produced by the action of an alcoholic solution of iodoform 
on hexamethylentetramine. 

ledoformal, iodoformin-ethyl iodide, is obtained by the action 
of iodoformin on ethyl iodide. 

These substances split off iodoform, when brought in contact 
with the fluids of the tissues, thus developing again the odor of 
the substance. 

It has been the aim of the synthesizing chemists to produc« 
odorless iodine substitutes, having antiseptic properties, remain- 
ing odorless when employed on wounded surfaces and being, as 
much as possible, water-insoluble to prevent absorption by the 
tissues. 

The number of such substances is very great, but only a few 
of them can he considered as being of importance. 

Of the imorganic iodine compounds only calcium iodate 
Ca (10;). +6 HO, marketed under the name Calcinol, is used 
as a substitute for iodoform, 

By introducing iodine into aliphatic radicals the following 
substances have been obtained.

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Di-iodoform, ethylenperiodide, C.l,, a French preparation, 
produced by the action of calcium carbide on a solution of iodine 
in potassium iodide. 

Jothion, s-diiodohydroxypropane, C Hel. CH (OW) .C HAT, a 
product of comparatively recent date and said to act splendidly, 
especially as a substitute for tincture of iodine, on account of 
its high percentage of available iodine. It is prepared by the 


action of hydriodic acid on glycerin or by boiling s-dichlorhydrin

with potassium iodide. 

Sajodin, the  caicium salt of  monoiodobehenic — acid, 
(Cex HywO.D):Ca, and Diiodesuccintmide, a derivative of — suc- 
cinimide, are used to a limited extent only. 

By allowing iodine to act on gluten /odyloform is obtained, 
while by introducing the halogen into albumin /odolen (lodosin 
or lodoalbumin) is formed. 

Todocasein is produced by precipitating an aqueous solution of 
casein sodium with potassium iodide. 

Chrysoform is a French preparation also, its chemical composi- 
tion being dibromo-diiodo-hexamethylentetramine, (CoHsBrl.) Na 

Rather valuable substances were obtained by introducing 
iodine into aromatic alcohols—i, e.: phenols. An antiseptic 
power, however, is exerted only by those substances in which 
the iodine is present in a side chain and consequently can easily 
be split off. Substances in which the iodine is strongly linked 
with the nucleus directly are almost entirely devoid of any 
antiseptic action. 

The best known and most used preparation of this group is 
Aristol, dithymol-diiodide (C,H,.C H,.C,H,O1),, prepared by 
the action of iodine on thymol under various conditions. 

Nearly related to aristol is /odocrol or lodocarvacrol, ob- 
tained by the action of iodine on carvol which is isomeric with 
thymol. 

By oxidizing o-iodo-benzoic acid with fuming nitric acid 
Tedoso-bensoie acid, CsHsCOOH. 10, is obtained. 

The iodine derivatives of salicylic acid Sanoform or [odoson, 
diiodosalicylic acid methylester, CsH.l.(OH) COOCHs, and 
Formidin, iodomethylendisalicylic acid, may be mentioned. To 
the latter the formula CisHwO:l, was ascribed, but various ex- 
aminations have shown that the percentage of iodine in the dif- 
ferent preparations varies considerably and never comes up to 
that required by the formula. Among substances analogous to 
aristol the following may be mentioned : 

Ditodosalol, CysHsOzl:, obtained by allowing iodine to act on 
salol in alcoholic solution; 

Isoform, p-iodoanisol, CsH, (OCHs:) 10: Europhen, monoi- 
odoisobutyl-o-cresol, CiH» (OQCHs) CoHa-CoHe-Ci As (CH) 10;

CwHal-O.

the action of iodine-potassium iodide on  sodium-o-oxy-p- 


triiodo-m-cresol is obtained by 


toluylate; and Traumatol (lodocrésine or lodocresol) is a com- 
bination of cresylic acid with iodine. The exact formula for 
this product has not as yet been established. 

The application of all these substances is rather a limited 
one. Sosoiodolic acid and its salts are used more frequently. 
It is diiodo-p-phenolsulphonic acid and it is prepared by the 
action of potassium iodide and potassium iodate or of chloro 
iodine on p-phenolsulphonic acid. The formula for sozoiodolic 
acid is CsHil. (OH) SOsH + 3H:O. In this substance as well 
as in Picrol, which is the potassium salt of the diiodo-resorcinol 
mono-sulphonic acid, CsH 1.(OH):SOsH, the antiseptic action 1s 
not as much due to the iodine, which is linked with the nucleus, 
as to the sulphuric acid radical. 

Under the names Nosophen or lodophen, tetraiodophenol- 
phthalein, CsH, COO. C. (C.H.1:OH)., is marketed, and a de- 
rivative of phenacetin /odophenin is said to have the formula 
Cw Hos IsN2Ou. 

By introducing iodine into Thymoloform, [CsHs (CHs:)- 
(C.H-)O]. CH, a product obtained by condensing thymol with 
formaidehyde in presence of dehydrating agents, /odothymolo- 
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form is obtained, while the constitution of Jodofan, a condensa 
tion product of monoiodoresorcin with formaldehyde, is not 
known. It appears from the analysis made of this substance 
that it is not a uniform product. 

When iodine acts in the nascent state on another nucleus, 
pyrrol, Jodol, tetraiodopyrrol, C.l.NH, is formed. Derivatives 
ef this substance are found on the market as /odolcaffeine, 
lodolformin and Jodolalbumin or Lodolen. 

Among preparations derived from oxy-quinoline the following 
may be named. Loretin is m-iodo-o-oxy-quinolin ana-sulphonic 
acid CoH, N. I. OH. SOsH. This substance is used as such or 
in the form of its salts. It is prepared by sulphonizing o-oxy 
quinoline in the usual way, neutralizing the sulphonic acid and 
boiling the salt with potassium iodide and chlorinated lime. On 
neutralizing and cooling, the calcium salt separates and is purified 
and converted into the acid or into one of the salts. 

Vioform or Ntoform is iodochloro-o-oxy-quinoline, CyH.- 
(OH) NICI, and is produced by introducing iodine into ana- 
chloro-oxy-quiniline, either in alkaline solution with potassium 
iodide or in acid solution with potassium iodide and chlorinated 
lime. 

lodolin, 1s chloro-methyl-quinoline  chloroiodide, CoH:N. 
CH,CLICI, and Antiseptol is cinchonine iodosulphate or cin- 
chonine herapathite, a substance of varying composition. 

Derivatives of Bismuth. 

Some salts of bismuth, especially bismuth subnitrate, have 
been used for some time in the treatment of gastric and intes- 
tinal irritation, on account of their insolubility, and more re- 
cently have been employed as applications to granulating wounds. 

While only a few cases of poisoning by bismuth subnitrate 
and other insoluble salts of bismuth, when taken internally, have 
heen reported, poisoning by these salts when applied on wounded 
surfaces is not infrequent, especially when used in large quan 
tities 

The value ef the bismuth preparations in the treatment of 
wounds probably does not depend on their germicidal power, 
but on their absorption of the fluids of the wound, which ren 
ders the surfaces less favorable to the growth of bacteria. Being 
insoluble in these fluids, and finely divided, they seem to close 
all the small vessels and stop the secretions. 

One group of these bismuth preparations comprises com 
pounds of a basic bismuth salt with organic acids. Such sub- 
stances are generally prepared by precipitating a soluble bismuth 
salt with an organic acid under suitable conditions or by dis- 
solving freshly precipitated bismuth hydroxide in the respective 
acids 

Of these preparations Dermatol, bismuth subgallate, C,H 
(OH) ,CO.-Bi (OH),, is used very extensively as a substitute 
for iodoform, while the use of the following is not so common: 

Helcosol, bismuth pyrogallate 2C:H;(OH).O Bi (OH) ? 

Bismal, bismuth methylendigallate, 3 Bi (OT), 4 4 Crk Or:

and Bismuth loretinate, a derivative of the above mentioned 
loretinic acid. These have been known for some time, while 
Bismuth disalicylate [C.H,(OH)COO], Bi(OH) and Bismuth 
fitannate (CyllsOo)s BiCOH) are of rather recent dat 

By the interaction of soluble bismuth salts and aromatic 
phenols a series of substances are obtained: 

Orphol is beta naphthol bismuth, Bi,O. (OH), CyH-O.: 
Veroform is bismuth tribromophenolate, (CeH.Br,O). Bi (OH). 
BOs or BLrOLOH (OCH.Brs). Neoform is the corre sponding 
iodine compound, bismuth triiodophenolate, and Enudoxin is the 
bismuth salt of tetraiodophenolphthalein, 

lodophen (not to be confounded with nosophen or jodophen 
tetraiodophenolphthalein) is a double salt, bismuth aluminum 
diiodophenolate. 


\s an analogue of sozoiodolic acid Anusol must be con 
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sidered; it is the bismuth salt of monoiodoresorcinol sulphonic 
acid. The process of manufacture and the formula of this sub- 
stance are not known up to the present time. 

Bismuth oxyiodide has been recognized for a long time as a 
good antiseptic and it was thought advisable to combine this 
substance with other radicals to obtain, if possible, still more 
active products. By dissolving freshly precipitated bismuth 
oxyiodide in gallic acid, or by treating bismuth subgallate with 
hydriodie acid, bismuth oxyiodogallate, Airol CoH, (OH)s COs. 
Bi (OH) I, is obtained. 

Nearly related to this compound is /bit, bismuth oxyiodotan- 
nate. 

Using gallic acid methylester (gallicin) for dissolving freshly 
precipitated bismuth oxyiodide, /odogallicin, CoH: (OH), COO. 
CH,BiO (OH) I, is obtained, while bismuth oxy-iodo-pyrogallate, 
C,H. (OH),OBi (OH) I, results from employing  pyrogallic 
acid for dissolving the bismuth salt. By allowing oxidized 
pyrogallic acid (pyroloxin) to act on bismuth oxyiodide, 
pyroform is obtained 

Quinoline-bismuth-rhodanate, Bi (SCN)s + (GH:N. HSCN),, 
is marketed under the name Crurin, while Iodylin is said to be 


bismuth iodosalicylate. 


Sulphur Compounds. 

\ series of substances which have been recommended and are 
used as substitutes for iodoform are those which contain sulphur. 
It is well known that precipitated sulphur acts to some extent as 
an antiseptic, a property which is far excelled by Colloidal sul- 
phur, a preparation obtained by precipitating sulphur from poly- 
sulphides with an acid in the presence of albumin or various 
albumin-like substances. The resulting product is then purified 
By heating resorcinol, sodium hydroxide and sulphur until a solu 
tion is obtained, precipitating the product of reaction with acids 
and purifying the precipitate, Thioresorcinol, CoH.O.S: is ob 
tained, and Thioform, basic bismuth dithiosalicylate, is produced 
by the interaction of sodium dithiosalicylate (dithion) and a 
soluble bismuth salt. The suggested formula for this product, 
[S-C.H, (OH) CO, BiO]. + BiOs 4+-2H:O must be considered 
as doubtful. 

When phenyldithio-biuret is oxidized with iodine in alcoholic 
solution, a base, Thiuret, C;NsS:, is obtained which as such or 
in the form of its sulphocarbolate has been used as a substitute 
for iodoform, By subjecting a certain bituminous slate found in 
the Tyrolese Alps to destructive distillation a heavy oil is ob- 
tained, which when sulphonated with sulphuric acid yields a sul- 
phonic acid, the ammonium salt of which is well known and ex- 
tensively used under the name /chthyol, CawS (SOsNH,a)s. As 
ichthyol has turned out to be a very useful antiseptic, several

Iehthargol is) silver ichthyolate, and Jehthermol is the corre 
sponding mercury salt 

Thiol is an imitation of ichthyol. It is prepared by heating 
paraffin or unsaturated oils (gas oil, ete.) with sulphur, and 
sulphonating the resulting product to render the substance 
soluble. Thiol bismuth and Thiol silver are the respective bis- 
muth and silver salts of this compound, while Formaldehyde 
thiolin is a combination similar to ichthoform,

lwo substances containing both sulphur and iodine are re 
commended as substitutes for iodoform, Thiophendiiodide (Diiodo 
thiophen) C\H.LS, produced by the action of iodine on crude 
thiophen in the presence of mercuric oxide, and Diiodo 
thioresorcinol CoH,Oc1.S: obtained by allowing sulphur chlorid 
to act on diiodoresorcin. 

Fluorine Derivatives. 

Vercury-silico-fluoride, Hg.SiFs. 2 HO, is a French prepara

FORMULAS FOR SOME NEW BASIC ELIXIRS.! 
By Grorce M, BERINGER, 
Camden, N. J. 

The United States Pharmacopeeia recognizes two elixirs, 
namely, lixvir adjuvans and Elixir aromaticum, which are used 
as flavoring vehicles for administering medicines in liquid form, 
and the National Formulary adds Elixir anisi, Elixir curassao, 
Elixir glycyrrhise and Elixir glycyrrhise aromaticum for the 
same purpose. The Elixir glycyrrhisa, N. F., should be elim 
inated as practically duplicating the pharmacopovial Flix) 
adjuvans, the increase of 5 Cc. in the amount of fluidextract of 
glycyrrhiza in the formula being the only difference, and this 
is (00 insignificant to require the retention of both as_ official 
preparations. 

It is to be noted that in all of these basic elixirs the alco 
holic strength is approximately from twenty-three to twenty 
five percent. of alcohol by volume. It has been correctly urged 
that physicians should have at their command a number of 
flavored adjuvants of different alcoholic strengths so that they 
could select the one best suited to the character of medicine 
indicated in the treatment and not administer an appreciable 
amount of alcohol when not needed or possibly objectionable 
This is especially desirable in prescriptions for such sedatives as 
ammonium valerate, chloral hydrate and the bromides. Again, 
it must be considered that the physician is confronted with the 
necessity of selecting a flavoring that is acceptable to the taste 
of the patient, and even this has in some cases to be changed, 
as the patient may soon tire of one flavor. 

Recognizing the need for basic elixirs of weaker alcoholic 
content the Committee on National Formulary assigned to a 
subcommittee the subject of basic elixirs. The intent of tlfe 
writer in this paper is to submit several of the formulas. that 
have been presented for consideration and incorporation in the 
next edition of the National Formulary and to invite your criti 
cal examination of these and to obtain the aid of the pharmacists 
in submitting them to physicians for practical testing 

The problem presented to this subcommittee of the National 
Formulary required the exercise of some judgment, as_ these 
elixirs must contain considerable of the aromatic principles to 
make them satisfactory and, with weaker alcohol, the exclusion 
of oils requiring strong alcoholic menstruums was. self-evident, 
and the selection of distinctive aromatics that would dissolve in 


sufficient amount in weak alcoholic liquids and be retained, and 


yield) permanent and palatable preparations of the requisite 
strength, necessitated considerable experimentation. Again, the 
titles for such basic elixirs must be correct, distinctive, euphoni 
ous and such as would lend themselves to the customary method 
of abbreviation in prescription writing.

Vanillin seems to have a peculiarly pleasant, sweet and per-

able adjuvants for the alkaline salts. 

For the preparation of this elixir, a compound spirit of 
vanillin is recommended to avoid measuring of small quantities 
of essential oils.

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THE ESTIMATION OF EXTRACTIVE AND GLYCERIN IN 
ALCOHOLIC GALENICALS.! 
By W. A. H. Naveor, F.C. ano FE. J. Cuaprei 


early im the year we published the details of a process for 
the determination of glycerin in  aleoholic galenicals. Latterly 
our attention has been directed to the estimation of the extrac 
tive in similar preparations. A careful search through chenneal 
literature shows that litthe work in this direction has been re 
corded. To our knowledge, the only suggestion of value ts that 
put forward by Harvey (Chem. and Drug., 1904, 1, 178) for 
facilitating the drying of the extractive from compound tincture 
of rhubarb, consisting in moistening the exiractive repeatedly 
with water during the time for drying Pwo methods of prose 
cuting the mquiry suggested themselves to us as worthy of 
trial: 

(a) Conversion of the glycerin into a non-volatile com 
pound of known and constant composition, and weighing it to 
gether with the extractive, followed by a determination of the 
glycerin in another portion of the preparation, A simple caleu 
lation would then give the amount of extractive present 

(b) Removal of the glycerin and determination of the ex 
tractive by weighing the residue. 

Our earhest experiments were directed to the devising of a 
process based on (a! The method employed for determiming 
extractive plus glycerin was, in broad outline, as follows

the residue, and the mixture dried to constant weight Fol 
lowing in general this course of procedure, but) introducing 
modifications im detail, numerous experiments were made on 
preparations contamimg known quantities of extractive oF 
glycerin, or both, but the results obtained were not sufficiently 
iccurate to justify a recommendation of the process \ fatal 
ohjection was the difficulty experienced in) some mstances im 
drying the lead oxide mixture to constant weight at the required 
temperature The method was therefore abandoned 

Qur attention was then turned to the possibility of form 
ulating a process as indicated under (b) 

It was hoped that one of the recognized distillation methods 
for the determination of glycerm in solution might be adapted 
so as to admit, not only of the determination of this aleohol, but 
also of the estimation of the solid matter within reasonable 
limits. After experimenting with the most promising processes, 
distillation as conducted by Bordas and de Raczkowski (Comptes 
rend,, 1897, 124, 240, 242) was selected for preferential trial. An 
mportant modification of the process consisted im providing 
means against the loss of extractive by splashing while ensut 
ing complete volatilizatiod of the glycerin \s early expert 
ments vielded results considerably below the truth for glycerm,

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NOTE ON FLUIDEXTRACT OF CASCARA SAGRADA.,! 
By Cuartes Symes, Pu. D 

So omueh has been doné and written on cascara sagrada and 
its preparations that one hesitates to add anything thereto with 
out making considerable investigation and devoting much time 
to the subject. Yet, so long as there is a preparation possess 
ing or supposed to possess greater medicinal value than that ot 
the Pharmacopeeia it is uot to be supposed that the last word 
has been said, or that a note as the result of observation and 
limited experiment im daily working wall be unacceptable to the 
practical pharmacist 

Phe instructions of the British Pharmacopoeia im regard to 
this preparation are exceedingly simple The bark in No. 20 
powder is macerated during six hours with distilled water, and 
then percolated with the same menstruum until exhausted. The 
percolate ts evaporated and finally made up to a given bulk with 
dilute aleohol. The point of exhaustion is usually determined 
by the absence of bitterness in the percolate In practice we use 
chloroform water instead of plain water to avoid any tendency 
to fermentation, and allow the maceration to continue for at 
least twelve hours before starting percolation, 

In working a small batch of 28 pounds of bark a short time 
since it occurred to me that when bitterness of the percolate had 
ceased the addition of ammonia to a further portion of the men 
struum may be the means of obtaining a further yield of extract 
possessing medicmal value Poa further 2 gallons of chloro 
form water to ounces of Lquor ammonia, Bo PL. was added and 
percolation continued Phe percolate was collected separately 
from that previously obtained, and when evaporated to tO thud

There are so many elements necessary to achieve suceess im 
every profession that it is somewhat difficult to write about the 
essentials required to make a successful druggist. Still, sev 
eral general principles may be adduced to help, more or less, a 
man who wishes to succeed. In every profession we find that 
there is always plenty of room at the top-—-too many are grovel 
ing at the surface. Some of the reasons for this failure may 
be found in the following remarks.

Many of our brightest 
graduates from colleges and universities have been failures, as 
all of us know. As there is no effect without its cause, mt re

We have to deal especially with the drug business. | know 
by experience that it is not what it used to be; there are so 
many prepared patent medicines on the market nowadays that 
the business of the regular prescription department has de- 

j creased fifty percent. It is ineumbent on .the druggist to make 

7 up this deficiency. How is he to do this? Necessity in this case 
becomes the mother of invention Po an inventive mind, a man 
of tact, there are many means to which he may have recourse, 

j which will assist him very materially 

q Let us begin at the very start of the business When a 

Fi pharmacist wishes to establish a store he should be caretul to 

3 select a suitable locality In this country there is much in the 


exterior appearance. The store must be inviting Passers. by 
should be attracted to it, look at it, admire it, then enter it 
Phen the interior appearance should be even superior to that of 
the outside, Everything should be orderly, neat and fetching to 
the eye Ihe quality of the goods should be as represented 
Have no spurious articles. Sooner or later the dross is discov 
ered 

Phe next thing to be considered, and perhaps the most im 


portant, is the tact of the proprietor. Tle must run his store and 
not allow his business to run him He should be the quin 
tessence of politeness and attractive in his personality, Custom 
ers must feel it a pleasure to call at his storé. 1 remember,

There must b 
an overseer, a master hand guiding the working of the whole estab 
lishment ven if he does not work his very presence inspires 
contidence 

Do not be overgrasping.  Tlonest storekeepers do not get 
rich im oa short time; it takes years of honest toil Che road 
to suecess, as the road to the temple of fame, is hard to travel 
and only the industrious and persevering can reach the coveted 
goal 

Now, as there is a great falling off in the preseription de 
partment of every drug store, the clerks have more leisure time 
Fo compensate for the loss many druggists carry what may be 
called) side lines. That is to say, that, though they do not 
keep department stores, still they can accommodate their cus 
tomers with many articles which may be found i such stores 
Great care should be taken, however, to sell only such articles 
as are in keeping with the tone of a first-class drug store Do 
not have your store known as a haberdashery shop. Uf this 
were the case no respectable physician would recommend yout 
establishment to his” patients. Always remember that if you 
wish to have first-class customers you must keep a_ first-class 
store. 

Ther are many factors that contribute to the success of a 
business establishment. Be prompt in filling orders. People do 
not like to lose time waiting. If you are systematic and keep 


on hand what you are supposed to. sell, customers, as a rule, 


will be satished and advertise your store gratis. ‘People will 


talk, you know,” though an old saying, is none the less true. They 


may talk to your advantage, but be careful! Let the doctors

Asked for his views on salesmanship, Mr. Yeomans. said

This is doubtless partially true, but it is also true that salesman 
ship may be developed in a remarkable degree if the subject ts 

given the attention it deserves 

hat it is a paying department to devote attention to, no one 
in business can deny Schools of scientific salesmanship ar 
springing up over the country, and their success attests the in 
terest the subject has to the business men of the United States 

\ study of psychology is necessary in the selling of good 
on both sides of the counter, and a snap inventory of the cus 
tomer’s state of mind, his needs, his financial status, ete., must 
be quickly made and acted upon by the salesman. 

The prime requisite to suecessful salesmanship is a confi 
dence in the quality of the goods you are selling If the goods 
are right, and you believe in them, you can then talk from the 
heart; on the other hand, if they are of doubtful value, it i 
diffieult for the salesman to enthuse on the essential points nec 
essary to make a sale Confidence in your goods begets power 
ey. o the goods you have to sell and you have 
a moving picture If vour goods are not right, get the right 
on for there small possibility of transmitting power, no 
matter how perfeet your machinery unless there is some power 
to transmit 

First of all, then, get your machinery adjusted to turn out 
your product Get vour thoughts vibrating towards your cus 
tomer and use positive, convincing arguments in’ talking the 
Inspire the customer with your belief 


ro your power

in what you are selling, and if you can cite him personal expe 
rience or the testimony of some friend, of either vours or his. 
it greatly strengthens your position 
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One strong point in salesmanship is to be able to courteous- 
ly call your customer by name Avoid too much familiarity; 
it does not wear well, Cultivate the habit of learning your cus 
tomers’ names, and the more humble their circumstances the 
more readily they notice it and the quicker they respond to the 
arguinent presented, You have no doubt noticed this charac 
teristic in the successful politicians of the day lo call a per- 
son by name establishes a fraternal relation, a kind of cordial 
common ground, as it were, that it very desirable. 


Disadvantages of the Druggist’s Own Preparations. 


The native shrewdness of the average American is quick to 
discover a motive behind the line of talk of the salesman, and 
if your name is on the package it) frequently occurs that. the 
customer's inference will at once resolve itself into this thought 
“Oh, TL see; you make more profit on this, because you make 1 
vourself, so T guess I'll take something else.” 

Hlere is where the non-seeret line with some other name on 
it has a distinct advantage over the preparation with your own 
name on it. To obviate this difficulty, many druggists have got 
ten out quite extensive lines of remedies under some doctor's 
name, real or fietitious; then when the customer after five cents’ 
worth of epsom salts comes in and he is handing it across the 
counter the druegist or clerk casually asks if he or she has 
ever tried Dr, Courtright’s Constipation Elixir (or other name), 
Which as sold under a positive guarantee, is pleasant to take, 
and gives a remarkable degree of satisfaction as a liver stim 
ulant, ete, et Result: A five or ten cent sale converted into 
1 twenty-five or fifty cent sale 


Salesmen’s Poiaters. 

The three pots to be constantly kept in the mind of the 
Hlesman are: First, to sell profitable goods instead of unprotit 
thle ones: second, to merease the five, ten and fifteen cent sale 
to twenty-five cent, fifty cent and $t sales; third, to sell with 
i positive and clearly stated guarantee on every preparation, so 
thet vou build for future repeat business on the lines you are 
pushmge 

\Ir. Yeomans gives his clerks a to percent, commission on all 
of us own or AL DLS. preparations which they sell. He gives 
i positive guarantee that these goods will be satisfactory and 
refunds money cheerfully if they are not. He believes that the 
cheerful refunding of money stimulates confidence im the cus 
toner 

Mr. Yeomans has been a stout advocate of full prices for 

ods and has been a stromey factor in the present ‘stiffly main 
tained prices throughout Chicago, Chicago is in a better and 
more prosperous condition in this respeet than other cities, a 
trong organization among druggists being an aid to this. Mt 
Veonuins succeeded as president of the C. R. D. A. the late 
John T. Straw, who was about to urge a cut-rate war among 
the outlying druggists against the department stores. This 
policy was opposed by Mr. Yeomans, who believes that it is not 
necessary for the outlying druggists to meet downtown condi- 
tions. Certain people will shop downtown anyway, but most 
people don't uy drugs until they need them—they don't buy 


them because they are cheap.

Tt could, however, unofficially discuss questions 
of mutual miterest to pharmacists questions which were seareely 
ripe for treatment by the official body Ile thought i was pet 
fectly obvious that the condition of life of pharmacists or of any 
other class was affected hy the general welfare of the state they 
helonged to. Whatever progress the state had made in the past 
was shared to a greater or less extent by every individual of 
group of tudividuals within the state. In taking a general su 


vey of their position in the past and in attempting to prognostt 
cate their future, it was therefore their duty to ascertam as ac 
curately as they could the internal history of the country and i 
relations with their tamediate neighbors. Tt was also their duty 
to collect data concerning themselves as a class of society for 
analysis and deduction, No attempt had been made to do that 
ona sufficiently large scale up to the present time, but until it 
was done they worked very much in the dark. 

They could trity say it had been the consistent desire of 
pharmacists to matitam past traditions, to ensure proper tram 
ing for future entrants, and to extend research, all for the one 
purpose, namely, that of securing for the public the proper ad 
ministration of medicinal compounds, and at the same time aet 
ing as guardians of the public weal, with respect to potsonou 
materials of all kinds Phat indeed was the raison d'étre, not 
indeed of their own existence, but of their existence as a class 

It was the practice among some of them to look across the 
Channel and point to the different and presumably better posi 
tion of pharmacy on the Continent. The development of phat 
macy on the Continent had, however, proceeded in) many ways 
quite differently from that of pharmacy in this country. It was, 
therefore, unwise and impracticable to advocate the adoption 
) attempt to graft them on

to the British methods without at least considering in the first 
place whether they were suitable or not. The great object of 
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Jacob Bell was to organize pharmaceutical practice, to ensure

had produced a body of well-educated, specially trained, and 
highly skilled men Phe Vharmaceutical Soctety had developed 
into a powerful organization Phe couneil was a responsible 
public body with statutory powers, its teaching department wa 
in the hands of men of the Inehest scientific attainments, and 
it had examining powers of such a character that it could and 
did insist upon a high standard of professional knowledge 

lt was fifty years last month since pharmacy lost Jacob Bell 
Not exactly in the way, perhaps, which he thought of them had 
his ideals been realized, but he (the speaker) held, and firmly 
held, that Jacob Bell's ideals had been in the main realized, not 
only with regard to education and examination, but also with 
regard to organization and conduct Phat might be disputed on 
the ground that while the examination standard was suthciently

Drug Companies and the Advent of the License. 

The company problem came before pharmacists as the result 
of a defect im the aet of 1808, and received a practical solution 
in the aet of 1908 Phe ficense problem was foreed upon the 
attention of pharmacists in quite a different way They were 
told that the facilities for the purchase of arsentcal and other 
preparations im: large demand tor agricultural and horticultural 
purposes were inadequate ino many parts of the Kingdom \ 
sort of investigation had been held, the outcome of whieh had 
heen that Parhament gave power last vear to local authorities 
to grant Tieenses under certam conditions to untramed persons 
to sell mixtures of two very potent poisons, namely, arsenic and 
meotine, Phey had to try to aseertatn if possible the object of 
the legislature i altering the execllent provision of the aet of 
Ok with respeet to those potsons, especially since the Pharma 
ceutical Society and ats oMeers had shown that there was no 
necessity to alter or to amend the aet im that direction. A good

Thence it had come 
thout that the pharmaceutical authorities had been induced to

Licensing in Theory and Practice. 
The theory was that the local authority would not 9 vrant 
licenses except where there were no qualified vendors within 
a reasonable distance, and therefore where facilities were in 


adequate. How was that working out in practice all over the 
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country? They found local authorities granting licenses almost 
indiscriminately. They had notable exceptions in the north of 
England, for example, Liverpool, Hull, and Newcastle; and also 
in the north of Scotland, for example, the county of Aberdeen. 
It was clear that many of the local authorities had granted 
licenses under the exceedingly false impression that pharmacists 
had a thorough-going monopoly which they exercised in their 
own titerests, against those of the public. That was quite an 
erroneous view, as there was competition, and even very fierce 
competition, among pharmacists with regard to those commodi- 
ties. It was not because pharmacists were trying to secure an 
advantage for any class whatever—for they had no such ad- 
vantage of any kind commercially—that they sought to regu- 
late the sale of poisons and to restrict their output, but it was 
because they were conscious of the danger to the public arising 
from the fact that poison at all was at the command of any 
member of the public ignorant of its properties and incapable 
of prescribing the necessary precautions in distributing it. 


New Class of Licentiates May Be Necessary. 
In the speaker’s opinion the act of 1908 had to be amended. 
Such

n amendment as was drafted by Mr. Glyn Jones and 


The addition of the following sentence to clause 2 of the act 
might suffice: “Provided that no license shall be granted by 
any local authority to any person whose place of business in 
which he desires to seil such substances is less than six miles 
from any chemist and druggist who can meet the reaonable re- 
quirements of the public.” The speaker said he was afraid that if 
licenses were continued to be granted indiscriminately a new class 
of vendor of poisons with no technical skill whatever would be in- 
stituted. He pointed out that the Poisons and Pharmacy Act of 
1go8 might be used to further the project of licensing persons to 
sell all sorts of poisons, for provision was made in the act for the 
addition of poisons to be sold by license if considered necessary 
Rather than permit of the principle of licensing to sell specific 
poisons in general, the creation of a new class of druggists such 
as existed in Ireland was advocated. Time would prove whether 
the experiment which the legislature had been induced to make 
was a profitable or a desirable one. The experiment was not 
theirs; it was the realization of a departmental view long held, 
and the speaker’s last word on the subject was that the Privy 
Council through the order now in force showed that it was 


prepared to accept the risks 


Local Economic Conditions. 

The president went on to say that he had made an attempt 
during the past year to collect data respecting the economic con- 
ditions in pharmacy prevailing locally throughout Great Britain. 
Those who had replied had given him yaluable information 
which would form the basis of further inquiry. His object in 
collecting such data was to aid pharmacists in satisfying them- 
selves as to the actual condition of pharmacy from the economic 
standpoint, and as to what extent changes had been wrought 





owing to the medern factors of civilization. The fluctuations in 
the number of persons added to the register year after year 
were mainly due to economic c nditions, the exceptions being 
caused by changes in the standi;d of examination which from 


time to time had taken place. The variation in the numbers 
added to the medical registers were mainly due to the same 
cause. The speaker here showed a diagram illustrating the 
variation in the percentages of unemployed persons in Great 
Britain for the past 22 years, and said that he had _ satisfied 
himself there was a close connection between general unemploy- 
ment and the rate of increase or decrease of entrants to medi- 
cine and pharmacy. The chief malady from which they suffered 
was one which was a benefit to the public. It was the malady 
of superabundance of qualified pharmacists. 

The speake r proceeded to refer to the recent increase of the 
tax on alcohol. He said that no one would seriously dispute the 
validity of the principle of imposing a tax on alcohol as a bever- 
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age, but when the tax operated upon the ailing and the weak 
poor as well as on the healthy rich, the tax became at once just 
and unjust—just to the pleasure seekers and cruel and unjust to 
the sick. So long as alcohol was used as a solvent of the active 
constituents of drugs, so long would the tax have an’ injurious 
economic effect upon hospitals, friendly societies, and the sick 
poor generally. 
Prescribing of the Past and Present. 

Going on to discuss the character of prescribing at the present 
day compared with the prescribing of a hundred years ago, the 
speaker gave samples, showing striking differences between the 
two periods and the detachment shown by the earlier physician 
in considering what remedy he should order for his patient. At 
the present day, however, there were in many cases considerable 
slackness, and even carelessness, in prescribing. He did not 
know whether it was the case that the great development of 
medical work in other directions had led to a neglect in the art 
of prescribing or not. He was no believer, however, in the cry 
that the necessity for prescribing had gone. Rather did he see 
the necessity of its being extended and placed on a sounder 
scientific basis. 

Pharmaceutical Education. 


An important section of the president's address was de- 
voted to the subject of pharmaceutical education and examin- 
ation. He said the principle of training prior to examination 
could stand on its own legs, but it was all the more satisfactory 
that the principle had been incorporated in an Act of Parlia- 
ment, which included a practical solution of some other difficul- 
ties respecting the practice of pharmacy. The standard of the 
qualifying examination had been from time to time adversely 
criticised. The standard of qualification should not be con- 
fused with the want of opportunities for the full exercise of 
skill, and that was what was the trouble to-day in industrial 
Ingland. He was not in the least depressed because up to now 
the number of persons taking advantage of university facilities, 
or a degree in pharmacy, had been few. There was a natural 
diffidence in making a beginning. His reasons in 1g02 for ad- 
vocating the university training and a special degree for phar- 
macists and his reasons to-day were the same. They wanted 
special laboratories in technical schools and in the universities 
devoted to pharmaceutical research in order to keep abreast of 
the advances being made—especially on the Continent—in all 
departments of their work and in order that they might compete 
in the production of synthetic and ether remedies in the mar- 
kets of the world. 

Pharmacopoeial Revision. 

Proceeding to speak of pharmacopeeial revision, the speaker 
said that the method of courting criticism prior to publication, 
adopted by the Committee of Reference in Pharmacy, was an 
excellent one. In his opinion, however, it was a further duty of 
the Committee of Reference in Pharmacy, not only to conduct 
experiments and to report thereon to the General Medical Coun- 
cil but also at the same time to make an organized attempt to 
glean the experience of pharmacists generally, and to invite cap- 
able investigators within their own ranks, but outside the com- 
mittee, to undertake definite sections of the work. There was 
no publication within a wide scientific held, or in the whole 
kingdom, which frem its matter and its importance was so 
fitted for a scheme of co-operative investigation as the British 
Pharmaccpeeia. 

Effects of the Development of Chemical Science on Pharmacy. 


The president concluded his address by saying that the rapid 
development of chemical science in every direction had pro- 
duced, and was producing that day, a profound effect on the 
theory and practice of pharmacy. In the domain of organic 
chemistry they saw a great future for pharmacy, and for much 
more than pharmacy—the human race. The synthesis of the 
sugars, substances of an alkaloidal nature, and innumerable other 
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‘ompounds, were steps forward to meet the physiological chem- 
ist who was striving to reduce his empirical formule. 

A century ago John Dalton published the first volume of his 
“New System of Chemical Philosophy,” in which he propounded 
his atomic theory, a conception which had stood the test of a 
hundred years. Today it stood before the world the only me- 
lium whereby chemists conveyed the results of their work, and 
the only basis upon which they formed their theories. By its aid 
irganic chemists were accomplishing that peaceful revolution, 
the beginning of which they were all proud witnesses. 


The Instability of the Atom. 


It was perhaps natural a hundred years ago to think of the 
atom as the one ultimate, stable, and indestructible unit, for all 
the experience of scientific men, until recently, led them to think 
of it as such. It detracted neither from the beauty nor from 
the validity of the atomic theery to proceed as the result of ex- 
periment to the conception that the atom under certain condi- 
tions disintegrated. The advent of the electron seemed to some 
to mark the exodus of the atom, but that could never be the 
view of the intelligent observer, for the fundamental conception 
of the electron was that it was either part of the atom or operat- 
ing upon cone. The brilliant researches of Thomson and _ his 
school led them to hope that with the electron they would be 
able to classify the results of their experience in chemical phe- 
nomena, but if so, they must not jump to hasty conclusions, or 
make illogical statements to the effect that the electron really 
existed. It existed, but only in conception, so that they need not 
hope to be able to perceive the elemental unit. Just as with the 
atom, so much more so with the excessively minuter electron 
must they conceive of its existence, and form a mental picture 
which would enable them to describe in shorthand their views of 
the phenomena observed. The triumph of what was called mind 
over what was called matter was not a triumph due to the per- 
ceptive faculties. It was rather due to their powers of concep- 
tion, and if the knowledge of chemical structure and physical 
phenomena had advanced with startling rapidity, it was because 
the physicist of to-day saw mere clearly in his mind’s eye the 
great picture of the inorganic world of which space was the 
frame, time the canvas, and the electron the stuff which filled 
the canvas and made the picture. That great picture which the 
physicist saw was none other than a picture of Nature. What 
Nature really was, they knew not, and might never know, but 
it was something—nay, more, it was a great thing for them to 


see with tramed eyes even a corner of the great picture which 


depicted how man viewed the earth and what he thought of its 


contents—which depicted the experience which man had under 
gone during all the days and during all the years of his sojourn 
and his Jabor on the earth,

A Pan-American Pharmacopoeia ? 


The Journal of the American Medical Association proposes 
the establishment of a Pan-American Pharmacopeeia as follows: 
“The adoption by the Cuban government of the United States 
Pharmacopeeia as its official standard, following so closely, as 
it does, the appearance of the Spanish edition of this work, 
“Farmacopea de los Estados Unidos de América,” should be 
the initial step toward the admission of delegates from the Cu- 
han government to the Pharmacopeeial Convention of 1910. 
This suggests ‘the possibility, if not the advisability, of similar 
representation, in the near future, of other Latin-American re- 
publics. While, under the present constitution of the United 
States Pharmacopeeial Convention, representation is confined to 
organizations and institutions incorporated within the United 
States which have existed there continuously for five years im- 
mediately preceding the decennial convention, provision is made 
for amendments to the constitution which shall have the ap- 
proval of the beard of trustees of that corporation. We have 
no doubt that, in planning the translation of the Pharmacopceia 
into the Spanish language and providing for its circulation 
among the Spanish-speaking peoples of this hemisphere, the 
board of trustees had this contingency in mind, and that in due 
time the necessary steps will be taken thus to broaden the influ- 
ence and scope of this publication. With New and Nonofficial 
Remedies, which contains the “list of articles accepted by the 
Council on Pharmacy and Chemistry, already spoken of as 
something in the nature of a Pro-Pharmacopeeta, and with 
English and German corresponding members of that council, 
perhaps the idea of an international evfente cordiale in matters 


pharmacopeeial is not after all, so utopian.” 


Oriental Origin of the Word Drug. 


A note by A. Tschirch on the origin of the word drug is 
reprinted in The Pharmaceutical Journal and Pharmacist for 
July 10. The word has an oriental. origin, according to 
Tschirsch, although some philologists have derived it from the 
Teutonic “drog, droge, or droege,” to dry; others from the 
Celtic “droch,” bad; or from. the Illyrian “drug,” precious; from 
the Persian “dorég,” fraud; or the Sclavonic “dorogo,” dear; 
or the Persian “daru.” medicine. Seybold rejects all these de- 
rivations, and supports the Arabic source, “dowa"™ (dawa, diwa, 
and the plural adwija), meaning “cure” and drugs, similar to 
the Greek ¢@puanov. The Arabic word “dowa" is transformed 
into Latin to “dogua, doga,” with the euphonic intercalation of 
“r,” which often occurs when an Arabic word is assimilated

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THE NEW TARIFF BILL SIGNED. 


Final Revision Results in Compromise—President Taft Hints at 
Still Further Revision—List of the Changes tn Drug Schedule.

Drawback on Domestic Alcohol Provided For. 
(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Washington, August 3--In reporting the new tariff bill in 

substantially its final form the tariff conference committee has 
included the following provision as to drawbacks, which covers 
in part the points urged upon the committee by manufacturers 
who use domestic tax paid alcohol: 
Chat where imported materials on which duties have 
been paid are used in the manufacture of articles manufactured 
or produced in the United States, there shall be allowed on the 
exportation of such articles a drawback equal in amount to the 
duties paid on the materials used, less one per centum of such 
duties: Provided, That when the articles exported are made in 
part from domestic materials the imported materials, or the parts 
of the articles made from such materials, shall so appear in the 
completed articles that the quantity or measure thereof may be 
ascertained: And provided further, That the drawback on any 
article allowed under existing law shall be continued at the rate 
herein provided. That the tmported materials used in the manu 
facture or production of articles entitled to drawback of customs 
duties when exported shall, in all cases where drawback of duties 
paid on such materials is claimed, be identified, the quantity of 
such materials used and the amount of duties paid thereon shall 
be ascertained, the facts of the manufacture or production of such 
articles in the United States and their exportation therefrom 
shall be determined, and the drawback due thereon shall he paid 
to the manufacturer, producer, or exporter, to the agent of either 
or to the person to whom such manufacturer, producer, exporter, 
ry agent shall in writing order such drawback paid, under such 
regulations as the Secretary of the Treasury shall prescribe 

Phat on the exportation of medicinal or toilet: preparations 
(including perfumery) hereafter manufactured or produced in the 
United States tn part from domestic alcohol on which an internal 
revenue tax has been patd, there shall be allowed a drawback 
equal in amount to the tax found to have been paid on the aleohol 
so used: Provided, That no other than domestic tax paid alcohol 
shall have been used in the manufacture or production of such 
preparations. Such drawback shall be determined and paid under 
such rules and regulations, and upon the filing of sueh notices, 
honds, bills of lading, and other evidence of payment of tax and 
exportation, as the Seeretary of the Treasury shall prescribe

CHANGING THE FREE LIST. 
Crude Drugs More Accurately Defined. 


(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Washington, August 4.--In mearranging the provisions of the 
new tariff bill, the conference committee has introduced a new 
wording of the paragraph in the free list relating to drugs. The 
wording employed in the senate form of the measure which was 
ent to conference was as follows: 

559. Drugs, such as barks, beans, berries, balsams, buds, bulbs, 
and bulbous roots, excrescences, fruits, flowers, dried fibres, and 
dried insects, grains, gums, and gum resin, herbs, leaves, lichens, 
mosses, nuts, nutgalls, roots, and stems, spices, vegetables, seeds 
aromatic, and seeds of morbid growth, weeds, and woods used 
expressly for dyeing; any of the foregoing which are drugs and 
not edible and are in a erude state, and net advaneed in value ot 
condition by refining or grinding, or by other process, and not 
specially provided for in this act. 


This now appears in the following shape: 


559. Drugs, such as barks, beans, berries, balsams, buds, bulbs, 
bulbous roots, excrescences, fruits, flowers, dried fibres, dried in 
sects, grains, gums, gum resin, herbs, leaves, lichens, mosses, nuts, 
uutgalls, roots, stems, spices, vegetables, seeds (aromatic, not gat 
den seeds), seeds of morbid growth, weeds, and woods used ex 
pressly for dyeing or tanning; any of the foregoing which arc 
natural and uncompounded drugs and not edible and not specially 
provided for in this section, and are ina crude state, not advanced 
in value or condition by any process or treatment whatever beyond 
that essential to the proper packing of the drugs and the preven 
tion of decay or deterioration pending manufacture: Provided, 
That no article containing alcohol, or in the preparation of which

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ANTIPYRINE, ACETANILIDE AND PHENACETINE 
CONDEMNED. 





Bureau of Chemistry Publishes Results of Investigation Regarding 
Use and Effects of These Drugs—All Three Declared Dan- 
gerous in Hands of Public. 


(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Washington, August 4.—The Bureau of Chemistry has just 
given out the resuits of an investigation into the effects of ace- 
tanilide, antipyrine and phenacetine. This study has been in prog- 
ress for some time past and there has been doubt as to whether 
it would be made known to the public. In view, however, of 
what the department considers the harm done by the drugs in 
question when taken indiscriminately, it has been determined to 
make known the results arrived at. The work was done in part 
by sending to physicians throughout the country letters of in- 
quiry, some 925 being sent out and 4oo letters in answer received. 
In these ters of inquiry the questions put to the physicians 
were as follows: 


1. To what extent do you use these drugs in your practice? 
What dose do you ordinarily prescribe for adults? 

3. Do you prescribe them more or less frequently than formerly? 
Why? 
What is your opinion with regard to the relative safety of these 
three drugs? 

s. Have you observed instances of acute or chronic poisoning or 
cyanosis caused by these drugs? How many of each? 

6. In what form was the drug administered? 

7. About what dates did the poisoning occur? 

8 Were the patients adults or children? 

9. For what ailment was the drug taken? 

10. Was it ordered by a physician? 

11. Was it used internally or externally? 

12. Quantity taken? 

13. Give bricf history of cases observed by you, omitting details. 

14. Have you observed any cases of habitual use of any of these 
drugs or of any preparations containing them? 

15. In what form was the drug taken? 

16. Were there any iil effects? Give brief description. 

17. Were there any protracted ill effects? 

18. Give a brief clinical history of each case.

The answers as to dosage indicated that out of 274 observers 


who stated that they use acetanilide 17, or 6.2 percent., employ 
less than 2 grains as a minimum dose for adults; 113, or 41.2 
percent., employ 2.5 grains or less than a minimum dose; and 
155, or 56.5 percent., employ from 3 to 5 grains as a minimum 
dose. Two hundred and forty, or a little over 87.5 percent., never 
exceed a dose of 5 grains, and 34, or not quite 12.5 percent., em- 
ploy doses exceeding 5 grains. 

With regard to antipyrine only 23, or 15.3 percent. of the 150 
observers who stated that they use this drug exceed a dose of 
30 grains, while 66, or 44 percent., never exceed a dose of 5 
grains; and 109, or 72.6 percent., employ 5 grains or less as a 
minimum dose. 

Out of 297 observers using phenacetine 10, or 3.3 percent., em- 
ploy less than 2 grains as a minimum dose; 90, or 30.3 percent., 
employ 2.5 grains or 188, or 63.3 per- 
cent., employ from 3 to 5 grains as a minimum dose; 8&9, or 29.9 
per cent., use doses exceeding 5 grains; while 208, or 70 percent., 


less as a minimum dose; 


never exceed a dose of 5 grains. 
The general conclusions of the inquiry, which are extremely 


adverse to the free use of any of these drugs, follow: 


“It seems reasonable to conclude,” says the report, “that the 
doses of these remedies which are prescribed today are much 
smaller than those which were formerly employed. The report 
of the therapeutic committee of the British Medical Association 
with regard to the ill effects of acetanilide, antipyrine and phen- 
acetine, published in 1894, a summary of which appears on page 


20, made a deep impression on the medical mind, and undoubtedly 
did much to bring about a more conservative use of these drugs, 
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particularly so far as dosage is concerned. The committee con 
cluded from its investigation that the ill effects which had been 
ascribed to these remedies were very largely the direct result of 
injudicious and excessive dosage, and in harmony with this con- 
clusion they suggested that they should be used with greater 
caution in the future. Since that time the doses e1 mployed have 
been smaller than before, and it has been noted that coincident- 
ally with this change the number of accidents resulting from the 
ingestion of these remedies has fallen off to a remarkable extent. 
A point of interest in connection with the subject of dosage and 
frequency of administration was brought out in a recent trial, 
which involved the misbranding of a certain headache remedy 
containing among other ingredients acetanilide and antipyrine. 
The evidence presented showed that the directions for use accom 
panying many of these acetanilide preparations are not sufficiently 
definite to safeguard the consumer against a too frequent repeti- 
tion of the dose, and, in fact, that many of them advised a 
repetition of the dose until the desired result should be obtained.” 

After elaborately reviewing all the answers to the various 
questions that were put to the physicians and reviewing data 
collected independently the report concludes that 

The use of proprietary preparations containing acetanilide is 
not mentioned in the reports of cases published during the eight 
years preceding the year 1905, but in the reports published dur- 
ing 1905 the use of these preparations is indicated in 55.5 percent. 
of cases. In 1906 the use of these preparations is indicated in 
63.1 percent. of the recorded cases, and in 1907 in 87.5 percent. 
It is interesting to note that accompanying this rapid increase in 
the use of proprietary acetanilide preparations during recent years, 
which indicates a more indiscriminate use of acetanilide by the 
general public, there has been an increase in the total number 
of cases of poisoning reported, in the number of fatalities, and 
in the number of instances of habitual use. 


Nitrate of Potash Not Up to the Standard.

Washington, August 2.—One of the comparatively few judg- 
ments which the Board of Food and Drug Inspection has obtained 
for the misbranding of drug product has just been issued 
Notice of Judgment No. &6.

States against L. Sonneborn Sons (Incorporated ), a gpientaetieo 
conducting business at Avondale, N. J., for violation of Section 
2 of the aforesaid act, in shipment and delivery for shipment from 
Avondale, N. J., to Chicago, Ill., of a drug product which was 
adulterated and a in this, that it was labeled “L. Son- 
neborn Sons, Belleville, N. J.. 437-20 Pure Double Refined Salt- 
petre, granulated aM Potash,” whereas it contained sodium 
chloride and was not of the standard strength, — and purity 
required by the United States Pharmacopeeia, the cause having 
come or’ for a hearing, and the defendant having entered a plea 
of non vult, the court found for the United States and sentenced 
the defendant to pay a fine of $50. 

The facts of the case were as follows: 

On October 12, 1997, an inspector of the Department of Agrt- 
culture purchased from Thos. Thorkildsen & Co.. ac Il., 
samples of a drug product labeled “L. Sonneborn Sons, Belleville, 
N. J., 437-20 Pure Double Refined Saltpetre, peumiested Nitrate- 
Potash,” which samples were a part of a shipment ar on June 
15, 1907, by L. Sonneborn Sons from Avondale, to Mor- 
rison, Plummer & Co., Chicago, Ill. 

One of the samples was subjected to analysis in the Bureau of 
Chemistry of the Department of Agriculture and the following 
results obtained and stated:

The pharmacopceial standard for potassium nitrate (pire doubl 
refined saltpetre) is 99 percent. pure, and as the analysis showed 
the above mentioned sample to contain 7.28 percent. of sodium 
chloride, it was evident that it was adulterated and misbranded 
within the meaning of Sections 7 and 8 of the act. The Secretary 
of Agriculture having, on June 12, 1908, afforded the manufac 
turers an opportunity to show any fault or error in the aforesaid 
analysis and they havire failed to do so. the facts were duly re 
ported to the Attorney General on November 17, 1998. and th 
case referred to the United States attorney for the district ot 
New Jersey, who filed an information against the said L. Sonne 
born Sons (Incorporated), with the result hereinbefore stated.

Hires Wins a Novel Case Against Unfair 
Competition. 

The Circuit Court of the United States, District of Massa 
chusetts, under date of the tifteenth inst., rendered a decision 
in favor of Charles E. Hires Company, which, according to the 
Trademark Bulletin, adjudicates a question of unfair competi 
tion aifferent from any that has previously come before the 
ccurts for decision. It is analogous to those cases which hold 
it to be infringement of a trademark to sell the genuine goods 
of a manufacturer under a trademark which he did not apply to 
them: Cbouletine Vol. ft Ni -S)p: 1773 Ut, N: Ss px 178; 
IV, N. S., p. 41). It differs, however, from the cases heretofore 


decided in the peculiar character of the facts before the court 
The complainant was the manufacturer of certain prepara- 
tions to be used in making root beer for use as a_ beverage. 


These preparations were first an aqueous extract from which 
the beer was intended te be brewed by the addition of yeast. 
and known as the “Household Extract”; secondly, an alcoholic 
extract to be used in the preparation of an unfermented bever- 
age by the addition of carbonated water and known as “Foun- 
tain Syrup.” The last meiftioned preparation was intended for 
use at soda fountains and was commonly dispensed from a 
special receptacle or keg furnished by the manufacturer and 
hearing the name of the preparation. The form of unfair com- 
petition complained of was in the preparation of a beverage from 
the household extract, by the addition of carbonated water, in- 
stead of by brewing as was intended, and the dispensing of this 
beverage from the kegs furnished by the complainant, in the 
place of the beverage prepared from the “fountain syrup” by the 
addition of carbonated water 

It was shown in the evidence that the preparation thus made 
and sold was necessarily of inferior quality and more or less 
} 


dangerous to the consumer, for the reason that the preparation 


not having been fermented im its manufacture, it was likely to 


ferment after being taken into the stomach. The court held that 
upon the affidavits, establishing the fact that the effect of sub 
stituting carbonated water for yeast in the preparation was to 
produce an inferior quality of beer that might prove harmful to 
persons drinking it, the plaintiff was entitled to a preliminary 
injunction. ‘The defendants, the court said, had no right, under 
the circumstances disclosed, to manufacture and sell to others 
an iiferior quality of root beer under the mame f Hires, a 


proposition which seemed so clear under well settled principles 


of law that no citation of authorities was deemed necessary.

percent, of alcohol by volun 

You state that this beverage Cor beverage wothir to at) as 
hei sold over your distriet wn unlabeled bottles, and that you 
are informed that the brewers are flooding the countey with sim 
Har beverage In reply to that portion of your letter you are 
advised that this office will not undertake to make liability: for the 
sale of fermented malt liquors rest upon oan analysis of un 
labeled beverages, and specml tax should therefore be required 
for the sale of any unlabeled beverage having the Havgr or ap 
pearance of beer, and which is manifestly: beer or an iitation 
beer, regardless of the aleoholic content thereof 

The ruling of this offiee as to sales of beverages containing 
less than one half of t pereent, extends only to beverages having 
a specie name and character, thus making them subjeet to in 
vestigation and analysis at all times to determine whether or not 
the aleohole content ws allowed to exceed one half of 4 percent

Hon. Charles L. Dean, of Malden, Mass., died at a hospital 
in his native city, Ashford, Conn., where he had gone for an 
operation, on June 30.

Death in the Wholesale Trade—Philadelphia Drug Clerks in 
Alaska. 





(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Philadelphia, August 4.—Retailers for the most part complain 
of dull business during the past month and many of them are 
inclined to blame the tariff agitation for it all, As Philadel- 
phia’s industries are the dominating factor in its business life, 
the outcome of the wrangling at Washington over the rates on 
various imported articles has meant much to the big factories 
which are scattered so generally throughout the city. In some 
instances mills have been shut down, pending the outcome of the 
tariff question. Now a steady improvement is expected in in- 
dustrial conditions, and with more mills in operation and con- 
sequently vastly more money in circulation among the working 
classes improved conditions are expected among the retail drug- 
gists. 

One prominent retailer tersely summed up the situation as 
follows : 

“All my well to do customers are out of town for the sum- 
mer months and the poorer ones, who can generally be relied 
upon for the five and ten cent purchases, don’t have the money 
to spend.” 


Two Deaths in Wholesale Trade. 

During last week two prominent representatives of the 
wholesale branch of the drug trade were claimed by the hand 
of Death. They were Washington J. Sellers, a member of the 
hoard of directors of the Smith, Kline & French Company, 
wholesale druggists, and Gustave Berntz, president and treas- 
urer of the Harris & Berntz Company, dealers in druggists’ sun- 
dries.

Dr. H. C. Bell, for- 
merly with Seabury & Johnson in this territory, has been en- 
gaged to do detail work for the company, and is now on an 
extended trip to the Pacific Coast, stopping in the principal 
cities en route. Henry C. Blair, president of the Philadelphia 
Branch of the American Pharmaceutical Association and one of 
the best known retailers in the city, is president of the new 
company, which is incorporated under the laws of Delaware. 


Two Clerks in Alaska.

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BALTIMORE DRUG CLERK A DANISH NOBLEMAN. 





Both Purchaser and Seller of Laudanum Held for Trial—A 
Washington Buyer of Cocaine Dead. 


(From our Regular Correspondent.) 

Baltimore, August 4—For six years Otto Werckshagen, a 
druggist at 258 West Biddle street, harbored in his store as clerk 
a Danish nobleman and did not know it. Even the young man 
himself was unaware of his high birth, and the fact was only 
brought out recently, when the Danish vice-consul here made a 
search for the scion of an old Copenhagen family, the record of 
whose descent was duly recorded in the Danish capital by the 
keeper of archives in the foreign office. The young man in 
question is Theodore Rosenorn, thirty-six years old, and at pres- 
ent living in Philadelphia with his wife, where he is employed as 
a clerk in the pharmacy at Twenty-fifth and Christian streets 
Mr. Rosenorn is a graduate of the Maryland College of Phar- 
macy, his father, the late Theodore Rosenorn, having lived here 
a number of years and conducted a riding academy. Concern- 
ing his antecedents he was always rather mysterious, and_ be- 
yond the statement to the son that the latter was the scion of 
one of the oldest and most aristocratic families in Denmark, he 
would not divulge anything. The father served in the Union 
Army during the Civil War, gaining a commission through his 
familiarity with military tactics, which was not strange, as he 
had been in the Danish and German armies. After the father’s 
death the Danish government made inquiries as to any progeny, 
and thus it happened that the vice-consul here was _ intrusted 
with the task of discovering the whereabouts of the son. 


The Purchase as Well as the Sale of Laudanum Illegal. 

A woman has been held by Justice Loden of the Western 
Police Station on the charge of having obtained laudanum from 
a physician without a prescription, which is a misdemeanor un- 
der the citv ordinance. The druggist who sold the laudanum 
was piaced under bail. Both pleaded guilty. The purchaser said 
she had first begun to take laudanum to deaden neuralgic pain 
and thus drifted into its habitual use. 

Mabel Owens, a young woman who came into notoriety some 
time ago, when she was placed under arrest just after she had 
received a package of cocaine from the colored porter of a 
West Baltimore druggist, on her arrival from Washington by 
electric car, and who was released on bail for her appearance 
in court, died of burns sustained in her room on the second 
floor of 1847 Ninth street, Northwest, Washington, on July 25.

PHARMACY IN PORTUGAL, ' 
By Wiutram Marr, F.C. S., 
Edinburgh, Scotland 


\ recent short tour of Portugal gave me the opportunity of 


obtaiming a glimpse of the practice of pharmacy there, as com 


pared with our own, and of ascertaining why the imports of 
British and American pharmaceutical products into Portugal are 
o comparatively small, As noted by the Chief of the Bureau of 
Manufactures of the United States Department of Commerce and 
Labor, Portugal imports $30,000,000 more than she exports, which 
shows the value of the market, and United States Consul Gen 


eral Aymeé remarks in his review of trade conditions for 1907 
that the greater part of the manufactured articles imported come 
from England, Germany and France, which ts natural in view 
of the lony and close relations between England and Portugal, 
and the frequent and close connection both by sea and land wath 
other countries of Europe. Still, of the total imports into Por 
tugal in toos, valued at $42,475,200, the United States furnished 
$3,743,531, of which $40,180 was paid for drugs and chemieals 
During the period from 1904 to 1908 inclusive proprietary medi 
eines to the value of $11,503 were exported from the United 
States to Portugal

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ln the course of conversation with Senhor Barata I learned 
that the curriculum at the Ecole de Pharmacie extends over 
four sessions, at the end of each of which an examination must 
be taken, which counts toward the ultimate qualification. After 
two more years of actual pharmaceutical work in the pharmacy, 
a final state examination qualifies as pharmaceutico. The Socie- 
dade Pharmaceutica Lusitana has its own house in the Rua 
Sociedade Pharmaceutica. The society’s “Jornal” is now in its 
seventy-fourth year, and is a modest monthly 8vo. of twenty 
pages. Some other prominent Lisbon pharmacias are worth 
visiting—that of Andrade, in the Rua do Alecrim; Durao, in the 
Rua de Chiado; and Amaral, in the Rua do Ouro (Gold street), 
especially so. There are all styles, and one which I noticed 
apparently adds the practice of taxidermy. 

A Modern Portuguese Hospital. 

The most surprisingly up-to-date thing in Lisbon is the In- 
stitute of the Assistencia Nacional aos Tuberculosis, partly 
founded by the gifted Queen Amelia, herself an M. D., and 
opened in 1906. It is thus perhaps the most modern and is said 
to be the best equipped in the world. It is of little direct phar- 
miaceutica] interest to describe the perfect asepticity of every 
feature of the buildings and their appointments, or the propa- 
ganda designed to enlighten the public on the subject of tuber- 
culosis, all of which the clinical director—Dr, Alfredo Luiz Lo-

pes—explained to me. The pharmacy is a gem, its marble and 
white tiles, nickel fittings and plate glass shelves and benches 
(even to the aperture through which the medicines are handed) 
are suggestive of nothing so much as a modern hospital] theater. 
Merck’s are the materials used throughout, every bottle within 
glass-wall cases. Even the bacteriological department adjoining 
does not excel the pharmacy. From a most excellent “Formu- 
lario dos Medicamentos’” I select two items which are not so 
familiar as most in the very up-to-date collection; it is in Por- 
tuguese:

The former is used in place of codliver oil; it will be seen 
that powerful iodides and mercurials are used largely. Between 
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500 and 600 patients are treated at this institute every day, 
chiefly by hyperdermic and intramuscular injections. Salt water 
is administered in 100 Cc. injections for weak chest. It is 
brought from twenty miles out to sea, at a depth of 10 metres, 
I suppose to avoid the necessity for sterilization. 

Lisbon has not quite the same native interest as the northern 
commercial capital. It is strongly Parisian. I saw some artis- 
tic mural advertisements done in the local azulejos—painted 
tiles. There is a tax on advertisements, collected by means of 
an adhesive stamp, as in France. I was interested to learn that 
Lisbon corks are now cut entirely by machinery; the great for- 
ests of the cork oak are in the states south of Lisbon, poor and 
uninviting territory, I am told, where for hundreds of miles 
nothing but cork and an occasional olive grove are to be seen, 
in strange contrast to the luxuriance and variety of the vege- 
tation everywhere else. 

Bussaco—A Beauty Spot. 

The study of pharmacy, interesting as it is in a strange iand 
to every pharmacist, is forgotten in the enjoyment of one charm- 
ing place hidden away in the heart of poor little Portugal— 
Bussaco--a monument of gratitude from the Portuguese peo- 
ple to the Duke of Weilington for his deliverance of them on 
this spot just a hundred years ago. Here, nestling within its 
own walled demesne, six miles in circumference, is the Palace 
Hotel. Built for a royal residence, it has been converted to an 
even more utilitarian purpose by the exigencies of the national 
finances. It is new and perfect in its wealth of architecture 
and sculptured decoration—in the extravagantly florid but here 
surpassingly beautiful Manueline style. It is difficult to write 
with becoming restraint of the beauty of these woods, after 
fifteen centuries of cultivation by the monks, whose Orders now 
know them no more; of the avenues of cedar and pine and 
eucalyptus; of the walks richly canopied with foliage of tropi- 
cal luxuriance, and of the wealth of exotics from India and 
other lands where the Portuguese were the first colonizers. The 
seven miles’ mule-drive from either of the nearest stations is 
through forests of pine and clumps of heather, in one steady 
climb until the hotel itself is reached, 2,000 feet above sea level. 
Here, at an altitude at which it is never unduly hot, may be 
seen Coimbra, fifteen miles away, and beyond that the blue 
waters of the Atlantic. I came to this veritable paradise of 
Nature to have the last of one’s preconceived notions of the 
country entirely altered, and Bussaco burst upon me like a rev- 
elation. How few are there in our tight little island, which is 
the target of cyclonic weather, the land of mists and rains, who 
know that such a beauty spot where it always summer is within 
four days’ journey of London, 


Tooth Preparations in Greece. 


Consul-General George Horton sends from Athens the follow- 
ing trade information concerning tooth cleaning preparations and 
patent medicines, which is published in Daily Consular and Trade 
Reports: 

“Various tooth powders and washes are manufactured in 
Greece, nearly every druggist of any importance making and sell- 
ing his own brand, which he usually calls by some well known 
name. Thus ore druggist, who studied in the United States, 
manufactures and advertises * * * a well known American 
make. Tooth preparations are imported in small quantities from 
France, England and Germany. I am informed by the leading 
druggists that there is not a very large consumption of tooth 
washes, powders, etc., in Greece, as only the upper classes, those 
living in the cities, and the foreigners use them at all. 

“Credits are given by the Germans here and frequently ex- 
tended, and recently French, Italian and English firms have 
adopted the system of giving three months’ time.” [The names 
of the principal firms handling foreign tooth preparations, also 
leading druggists and Greek publications, in which advertising 
such articles would be most effective, can be consulted at the 
office of the AMERICAN DruccIsrT.]
